The "big five" in Chicago 
claim to be operating 95 per cent no r­ 
mal. 
Indication**, according to neu­ 
tral observers, were that about 12.000 i 
of the 35,000 employees w ere out. 
A I 
large line of men looking for work 
stood in front of the em ployment of 
flee, ready to take the places fo strik ­ 
ers. 
K ansas City declared seventy to 
eighty per cent of the men were at 
work, while others said the per cent 


w' rs sm aller. 
The only violence reported was a 
few Ast fights in South St. Paul and 
Chicago. 
T he situation of other leading pack­ 
ing centers is as follows: 
Omaha—Fifty per cent of the 60,000 
employees at work. 
St. P aul—Union leaders claimed one 
hundred per cent effective with 3,700 
men out.

Austin P lan t Net Affected 


Austin, Minn., Dec. 5.—"W e are not 
affected by the strike," George A. Hor- 
mel, head of the Hormel packing plant 
here, said early today. 
"Our plant is running right along. 
So far as I can see none are strik ­ 
ing. 
We have eliminated all the agi­ 
tators. 
W e do not recognize any 
union.” 


Striking Employees Attack Strike 
B reakers

Packing chiefs asked the mayor to 
petition for state troops to prevent 
u rth er interference. 
A djutant General Rhinow refused 
the request of Sheriff Dunn of Dakota 
county that he send state troops there 
to guard against violence by the strik- 
ers. 
The strikers had already driven 
three hundred strike breakers out of 
town, Dunn said, after stoning their 
train and injuring six.

stand trial, is that they embezzled 
certain sum s of the sta te ’s money, 
am ounting to approxim ately $500,000. 
Fred 
Sterling, 
lieutenant 
governor, 
who was indie ted with Small and Cur- 
,1s, will be tried later. 
Before becoming governor, Small 
served two term s us state treasurer. 
It was during his first term in the 
tre a su re r’s office that the alleged e m ­ 
bezzlement 
started, 
and 
continued 
through the four year period of his 
term Of office; through the term in 
e tre a su re r’s office served by Lieut. 
Gov, Sterling and up to last January, 
according to the contention of pros­ 
ecution. 
Sm all’s home is in Kankakee, 111. 
The Curtis B ro s, 
successful 
small 
town bankers, made their headquar­ 
ters n G rant Park, a few miles from 
Kankakee. 
They owned banks th ru ­ 
put the state. 
Curtis and Small were 
close business and political associates. 
The state will attem pt to show that 
when Small became treasu rer, he de­ 
p o s e d $10,000,000 of the state’s funds 
in the Grant P ark bank, a private in­ 
stitution organized a ud owned by the 
Cm ti - Bros. 
This bank, the prosecu­ 
tion contends did not do a regular 
!>, nkiog business. 
The state will at- 
cmpt to show that it was organized 
merely to handle the loan of state 
money.

mate banking institution. 
On receiving the state’s money for 
which tile only security given was a 
certificate of deposit, the Grant Park 
bank is alleged to have negotiated a 
loan to Arm our & Company and Swift 
Company, Chicago pac kers, for $10,- 
000,000 worth of their short time notes 
on whirl) the packers paid about 7 
per cent interest. 
The bunk, in turn, 
is alleged to have paid the stat<> only 
la tween 2 and 3 per cent for the use 
>f the money, giving an alleged p ro ­ 
fit of approxim ately 4 per cent to the 
bank. 
Packers claim they knew nothing of 
he source of Hie money. The b an k ­ 
ers are alleged to have represented to 
the packers that the mousy was a s u r­ 
plus of deposits 
accum ulated 
from 
their banks. 
The Grant Park bank beld the se­ 
curities until the first or thtg year 
when Edward Miller became treasurer. 
Miller refused to accept the certificate 
of deposit from the G rant Park bank 
as sufficient security and demanded 
the money. 
During t Le term of the 
loan, a new law regulating private 
banks in the state had become effec­ 
tive. 
The G rant Park band had failed 
to come under the law and autom ati­ 
cally should have been forced out of 
he banking business, the prosecution 
i contends.

Townley, the league president, Is 
now In the Jackson county Jail, serv- 
mg a 90 day sentence for violation of 
the Minnesota espionage act. 
He will 
he released early In February. 
The convention of the leaguers In 
North Dakota will be beld in Febru­ 
ary. 
County and 
state conventions 
will follow. 
Townley will make no public state­ 
ment until the convention is called. 
Tit© United P rest, however, is author­ 
ised to say that he will submit his 
plan to the convention and abide by 
the decision. 
Lemke Is expected to fight the plan 
with all his power.

from the theological systems of past 
ages. 
"W hat Is Religion? 
For a thou­ 
sand years and more dogma and tr a ­ 
dition have been so studiously magni­ 
fied nnd literalism bas been so glori­ 
fied that multitudes never think of 
religion except In the terminology of 
credal statem ents and theological for­ 
mulae. 
"However mystical and confusing 
many have made religion.
